= Hereas it appears, That the King (ſeduced by wicked 
WE Councel Jantend's to _ War againſt His Parliament, 
V1 and i purſuance thereof, under pretence of a Guard for 
Pe Moe His Perſon, bath aQtually begun to levie Forces botb of 
Horſe and Foot, ard ſent out Summons throughont the 
County of Y ork, for the callinz t igetber of greater numbers, and ſome 
ill-affetted perſons have been raployed in o:ber parts, ta raiſe Troops, 
wider the colour of His Majeities Service , making large offers of 
reward and preferment to ſuch as will come in; And that His Mite 
jeRtic dotb with a high and forcible band, prote& and k:»9 away Dee 
linquents, not permitting them to make their appearance, to anſwer 
ſuch Affronts and juries as bave been by them offered unto the Pare 
liament, and thoſe Meſſengers wbicb have been ſent from the Houſes 
for them have been abuſed,beaten,and impriſoned; ſo as the O,ders of 
Parliament, which is the bigheſt Court of Tuftice in this Kingdom, 
are not obejed, and the Autbority of it i4 altogether ſcorned and vili« 
fred; and ſuch perſcns as ſtand well-affeFed 10 it, and declare theme 


ſelves ſenſible of t'vſe publike calamities, and of the violations of the ' 


Priviledges of Parliament, and commun Liberty of the Subje@, 
are bafied and injured by ſeveral ſorts of malignant men who are a= 
bout the King, ſome whereof, under the name of Cavaliers, without 
baving reſpe@t to the Laws of the Lend, or any fear, either of God or 
men, are ready 10 commit all manner of outrage and violence, which 
muſt needs tend to the diſſ"lution of this Government, the deſtroying of 
our Religion, Laws,and Liberty,and Propriety,all which will be exs« 
poſed to the malice and violence of ſuch deſperate perſons as muſt be 
empleyed in ſo borrid and wmaturall an a(t a the overtbrowing of a 
Parliament by force, which as the ſupport and preſerv2tion of them:

4. Thar you, or any twoor more of you, ſhall cerrtifie the 
names of all ſuch perſons as being of ability , ſhall not joyn 
with the reſt of the good ſtbie&ts of this Kingdom, ar this 
:i ne ot puvlice and imminent danger and neceſlity, rofuppore 
and preſerve according to their duries and th: late Proteſtati- 
91, The true Proteſtant Religion, the Laws cf the !.and, rhe 
Liberty of the ſubiet,cke Kings perſon, both houſes of Parli- 
ament, and what ever is or c*1 be'dear or precious to any good 
man. That the ſaid Commirtees do likewiſe certifie the names 
of all fi:ch perſons as are of ability , and do abſent themſelves 
out of rhe County, audrepair tothe City of London, orerher 
parts of the Kingdom, or otherwiſe abſent themlelves from rhe 
ſaid ſervice and contribartion,

6. Whereſoever any confiderable ſum of m__ or plate.or 
Arms be l-vyed, That the ſame be ſpeedily and ſafely ſent up ro 
Sir F-bn Wollafton, Knight and Alderman of London, Alderman 
Towſe, Alderman Warner, and Alderminn Andrews, Treaſurers 
of London, for the-uſes aforeſaid : And when any money, plate, 
horſe, provifions or arms is already colle&ed and Ievyed, and 
the lam< not diſpoſed of according to Order of both Houſes of 
Parliamenc, Thar the ſaid Commictees do forthwith ſend up the 
ſamero the (aid Treafurers of Landon, or clic forthwith to cer. 
tifie both houſes thereof, and in wheſe cuſtody.the ſame doth 
reſt , and thar the ſame be nor diſpoſed of, till farther order 
anddireQion of both houſes.
